Clossifying Tires 
OPA has revised its tire ration:

Ford’s Davis Sees Big Sales Appeal; Termination Setup Eased; 
Lincoln Distributorships Out; Collyer New Rubber Czar; 
Car-Tire Quotas Cut; More Lead for Batteries 


The public is in for a big surprise re- 
garding the industry’s first new cars, 
Jack R. Davis, general sales manager 
of Ford, predicted last week during a 
discussion of recent factory-dealer re- 
lations changes made by his company. Not only will the 
first autos embody greater improvements than many pre- 
war year-to-year changes, he told AUTOMOTIVE NEws, but 
they will include many wartime-learned advancements. 


Emphasizing that all of the model changes will conform 
to government regulations on manpower and materials, 
Davis listed the following probable improvements on the 
first autos: Engines with greater economy and better per- 
formance and improved bearings; new upholstery and in- 
terior appointments including new instruments and hard- 
ware; improved ride; new grilles and ornaments; new col- 
ors. He foresees little change in those items requiring major 
dies, such as fenders, radiator hoods and door panels.

Davis Predicts 
First Cars Will 
Surprise Public 


Davis revealed that Ford has put into 
operation a new termination procedure 
covering dealer contracts, designed to 
stabilize the franchise by precluding 
hasty action on the part of field men. 
The procedure also affords greater security for dealers, 
according to Davis. The method provides for written noti- 
fication to the affected dealer, informing him of the pos- 
sibility of franchise cancellation unless corrective measures 
are taken. This procedure avoids misunderstanding and 
allows the dealer ample time to improve his dealership, 
Davis said. If there is a difference of opinion, the dealer 
can appeal to the regional manager, then to the home office 
sales department, prior to actual cancellation. It is Davis’ 
contention that in the past appeals were usually made after 
cancellation, which made reinstatement a remote possibility 
because of the many angles involved. This innovation of 
written notice is in addition to the 60 days of grace now 
provided in the franchise itself. 


During the past six months, Davis has been discussing 
at dealer meetings a suggested salesmen’s compensation 
plan for postwar. It involves a basic salary, plus incentive 
pay. The suggested salary will be at levels consistent with 
geographical areas, while the bonuses will be left up to the 
individual dealer who may wish to pay salesmen on a

Truckers Blamed for Failure 
~ To Get Deferments 


WASHINGTON.—When the government’s policy committee on 
occupational deferments recommended a sharp increase in exemp- 
tions for key transportation workers under 30, but made no sug- 
gestions to cover personnel in the trucking industry, it was mainly 
the fault of the trucking industry itself, according to Benjamin R. 
Miller, manpower officer of ODT’s Highway Transport department. 

Decision to relax the draft drain on the transportation industry 
was made on request from ODT, transportation claimant agency for 
personnel for essential hauling. According to Miller, when he went 
to the government’s policy committee with a plea on behalf of 
trucking the answer was: “Yes, we’ll give you some assistance but 
first you will have to produce some figures.” 


“We could not claim any men for trucking,” said Miller, “be- 
cause we did not have the figures. Figures on manpower needs 
are supposed to come from the trucking industry but they 
haven’t thus. far. 


“The truth is nobody knows how many men are employed in 
trucking or who are essential. In the absence of figures from the 
industry we are going to attempt to build them up here. Meanwhile 
the committee hasn’t closed the door on deferment for motor 
carriers.” 

Also meanwhile, according to a spokesman for the American 
Trucking Assns., the ATA is now busy getting together the missing 
statistics. It is a job that cannot be done at once with speed and 
accuracy, but it is hoped to make an acceptable presentation in 
behalf of the industry before too much damage has been incurred. 

Miller laid the blame for lack of data in large measure upon indi- 
vidual truck operators. He cited that at the close of February the 
industry was warned that each trucking company, hoping to obtain 
deferments of key men under 30, must file with the nearest ODT 
district office a list of men employed and classified as 2-A and 2-B 
for draft purposes. The lists, he said, are required to be arranged 
in order of importance of men to the company. Detailed procedure 
was outlined and it was ODT’s job to follow through, once it had 
received the information, he said. 


“Unfortunately,” said Miller, “reports from our regional direc- 
tors show that individual motor carriers either are delinquent 
in the matter of filing the lists or that they just don’t care. In 
some regions only an infinitesimal few lists have been filed. 


“Nevertheless reports on the filing of the 2-A and 2-B lists now 
are coming through, and on the basis of a sampling we will make 
a projection of trucking-personnel needs which we can place before 
the occupational deferment policy committee. 

“Truck operators, who want to help themselves, should and must 
file the lists.” 

At ATA there was no attempt to dodge the charges of delinquency 
laid against the truckers by Miller’s statement.

Osborn last 
week signed Senate Bill 54, licen- 
sing new and used-car dealers and 
wreckers. 

The measure provides that no 
person shall engage in the business 
of a dealer or wrecker except from 
an -established place of business 
and without first having obtained 
a license from the vehicle superin- 
tendent. g 

Senators Babbitt and Goff intro- 
duced the legislation under the 
auspices of the Arizona Automobile 
Dealers Assn. Both house and sen- 
ate accorded speedy passage. 

Under the measure licenses may 
be cancelled when it is found that 
the licensee has made a material 
misrepresentation or misstatement 
in his application; has violated any 
law of the state, the enforcement 
or administration of which is under 
the vehicle superintendent; has 
failed to keep records required by 
the act; has no established place of 
business; has knowingly dealt in 
stolen vehicles or parts or accesso- 
ries; has failed, by himself or his 
representatives, to devote a sub- 
stantial part of his time to the 
business for which he is licensed; 
or to be actively or principally en- 
gaged therein. 

Violations of the act would be 
misdemeanors, punishable by a fine 
or $300 or 30 days in jail or both. 

An established place of business 
for a new-car dealer is defined as a 
permanent, enclosed building or 
structure owned either in fee or 
leased with sufficient space to dis- 
play two or more motor vehicles, 
and which shall be devoted princi- 
pally to the use of a motor vehicle 
dealer in the conduct of the busi- 
ness of such dealer. 

In the case of the used-car deal- 
er, the established place of business 
need not be a permanent building 
or structure or part thereof, but 
may be a vacant lot or part thereof, 
but such term shall not mean or 
include any residence, tent, tempo- 
rary stand or temporary quarters 
or permanent quarters occupied 
pursuant to any temporary ar- 
rangement. 

For motor dealers or wreckers, 
the term shall mean a permanent 
site or location at which the busi- 
ness of a motor dealer or wrecker 
is or will be conducted.

These sellers will be able to ob- 
tain higher prices as a result of 
this action, which eliminates such 
sales from the separate regulation 
covering sales of tires and tubes tc 
the federal government (Maximum 
Price Regulation 415) OPA said.

SEATTLE.—Failure of a dealer’s

1,000,000 passenger tires, including motorcycle tires, will 
be available, compared with 1,600,000 in March. The April 
quota is the first instance since last May in which fewer 
than 1,500,000 passenger tires have been available for ra- 
tioning, OPA said. The reason for a sharp dropping off in 
passenger tire production was the serious diminished sup- 
ply of carbon black, according to WPB. ’ 
Considerable quota increases in truck and bus categories 
and slight increases in tractor-implement categories were 
granted to cushion the big impact of demand in the warm- 
weather months. The truck-bus quota is 266,700 size 7.50 
or smaller and 147,850 size 8.25 or larger, compared with 
216,000 and 110,200 in March.

Output in April 


April’s civilian battery production at 
levels of the first quarter, it was an- 


nounced last week. Output had been cut 
for the first quarter to 75 percent of 1944 levels, and had 
been scheduled to drop to 60 percent during the second 
quarter. Therefore the extra allocation means the April cut 
will be only 25 percent instead of the scheduled 40 percent, 


relieving to some extent the

teries this year. However, the pinch on civilian car batteries 
will be further increased through a previous ruling that 
battery output for trucks, carriers and off-road vehicles 
must be maintained at 100 percent levels. 

WPB said that 25,910 tons from the stockpile has been 
“tentatively” allocated for the second quarter (14,000 tons 
for batteries, 6,300 for cable coverings, 4,500 for tetraethyl 
of lead and 1,110 for collapsible tubes), but that definite 
allocations for May and June will be decided at the next 
meeting of the requirements committee on metals around 
the middle of April. In addition to the 4,666 tons allocated 
for batteries in April, 2,100 tons will be allowed for cable 
coverings, 500 for tetraethyl of lead and 370 tons for col- 


lapsible tubes. 





Vet Reservoir for Shops 


GI Interest in Auto Training Assures Steady 
Supply for All-Industry Program

BATTLE CREEK, Mich.—If all 
returning veterans have the same 
educational desires as the patients 
at the Percy Jones hospital con- 
valescent facility, Camp Custer, 
the automotive maintenance indus- 
try has a tremendous manpower 
reservoir in the armed services. 

According to Lieut. J. C. Foster, 
information and education officer 
at the facility, the highest interest 
in vocational training lies in the 
automotive field. 

When patients at the facility 
are asked by the I & E officer 
what they would like to learn in 
their educational periods, while 
they are convalescing from 
wounds or amputations, the au- 
tomotive school invariably gets 
the highest vote in every group. 

This reaction by the convalescent 

GI also assures a continuous and 
plentiful supply of students for the 
industry training-in-work and au- 
tomotive trade schools, details of 
which are now in the process of 
being worked out on an all-indus- 
try basis. 

The Percy Jones convalescent fa- 
cility has an adequate automotive 
mechanic school operating now, 
and this school is being well at- 
tended by a comprehensive group 
of students from the 6,000 patients 
at the hospital. 

However, the school, under Col. 
R. H. Holcomb, commander of the 
facility, is not looked upon as a 
training school, but is considered 
an institution for occupational 
therapy. 

Classes in the school take but 
two hours each day, five days a 
week. During these periods the 
patients are taught fundamental 
automotive mechanics and are 
given problems in automotive 
maintenance to work out, such 
as retiming and wiring engines 
and vehicles. 

Patients talked to by industry 
men, who recently visited the 


school, were emphatic in their ap- 
preciation of what they were learn- 
ing. One veteran with previous au- 
tomotive experience, who wished to 
open a garage of his own when he 
got out of the service, said that he 
had learned a number of things 
about automotive maintenance that 
he never knew before.

676 vehicles was released under the 
truck rationing program during 
February as compared with 20,053 
in January, according to figures 
made public last week by the War 
Production Board. 

Civilian users received 1,277 light 
trucks, 12,067 medium and 3,175 
heavy trucks and 1,879 trailers. 
Holders of government exemption 
permits received 98 light trucks, 844 
medium and 215 heavy trucks and 
121 trailers. Since the truck ration- 
ing program became effective on 
March 9, 1942, 395,077 vehicles of all 
types have been released. This in- 
cludes 53,768 light trucks, 235,628 
medium and 61,091 heavy trucks 
and 44,590 trailers.

WASHINGTON. — In answer to, 
queries from club members regard-| 
ing the administration of the Se- 
lective Service Plan, the American 
Automobile Assn, last week com- 
piled a list of the most common 
questions. The questions are as fol- 
lows, together with the answers ob- 
tained through the Office of De- 
fense Transportation: 

Question: Is an automotive parts 
specialist eligible for certification? 


Answer: A parts specialist may 
only be eligible for certification if 
he is regularly engaged in and is 
indispensable and irreplaceable to 
a transportation activity included 
in the list of essential activities, 
ie., a repair department of a trans- 
portation company or an independ- 
ent automotive repair shop or a 
repair department of a wholesale 
or retail parts jobber or distribu- 
tor. He is not eligible if the jobber 
or distributor does not maintain a 
repair service. 

Question: May ODT selective 
service representatives certify 
Forms 42-A Special (Revised) for 
registrants who were not in 2-A or 
2-B on Jan. 1, 1945, and therefore 
eannot be included on the em- 
ployers list? 

Answer: Yes, under the following 
circumstances: 1. Certification may 
be made for any registrant who 
was not in class 1-A on that date 
and whose case was on appeal at 
that time, 2 as indicated in the ques- 
tion the names of these registrants 
may not appear on the employer’s 
list. Such certifications are counted 
in the percentage allocated to the 
individual employer or industry, 
and may thereby displace men who 
were listed, 3 when certification is 
made for a registrant who was not 


Detroit Made 
Key Surplus 


Disposal Base 


DETROIT. — The Reconstruction 
Finance Corp. has chosen Detroit 
as a key clearance center for sur- 
plus war production machinery 
and tools, Arthur J. Fushman, 
manager of the RFC loan agency 
here, announced last week. 


Although war contracts will have 
first priority on the equipment, 
machinery not needed for vital pro- 
duction will be made available for 
civilian output. The RFC is pre- 
paring to utilize 300 acres of space 
in the Detroit area for storage 
depots to house the equipment. 


Fushman said that the depots 
will continue in operation after 
the war as distributing stations 
of surplus property for civilian 
n e 
Fushman’s announcement came 
shortly after witnesses before the 
Mead committee testified that some 
plants were placing usable equip- 
ment, no longer needed for use in 
the particular factories, outside to 
rust. 

As rapidly as they become sur- 
plus to completed war contracts, 
various kinds of property—lathes, 
presses, milling machines, and 
other machine tools and materials 
needed in war production—will be 
placed in these disposal depots for 
conversion into other war use. 

RFC warehousing men and 
technicians will be stationed at 
the disposal centers to show pur- 
chasing agents what is available 
and to arrange for prompt de- 
livery. 

Certain types of heavy equip- 
ment requiring little protection will 
be stored in the open. Fushman 
said the Detroit agency of the RFC 
had a total of approximately 300 
acres, of which 200 have been de- 
veloped and are being utilized as 
required. 

Complete listings of surplus 
property located at the disposal 
centers will be made available to 
those interested in buying. 


Hit Responsibility Bill 

A bill which would have provided 
stringent motorists’ financial responsibility 
requirements was recently reported un- 
favorably by the judiciary committee of 
the North Carolina House.

WASHINGTON. — The Office of 


Defense Transportation has issued 
a summary of its outstanding cer-
